THRILLING NIGHT FOR POLICE 


Wednesday About Midnight William Lawrence Attempts 


Larceny, Highway Robbery and Murder. 


Goes 


Before Grand Jury Today. 


A most exciting event occurred in 
town Wednesday night shortly before 
midnight, when William Lawrence 
shot and wounded Officer David May. 
This is the story. 

Raymond Buchan, upon returning 
from the Napier-Knight wedding in 
Methuen, saw some one run away from 
the Myerscough & Buchan garage on 
Main street, and disappear up the street. 
Ile found the door broken away around 
the doorknob and realized that he had 


been just in time to prevent the entrance | 


of a thief. He immediately called the 
police station and was answered by 
Officer David May, who was on night 
duty in place of James Napier. He got 
Officer May, and in his automobile they 
went up Main street in pursuit of the 
thief. They came down Bartlet street 
and on the corner of Punchard avenue 
found two-men. One proved to be 
James H. McKee of High street; the 
other was William Lawrence, who had 
held up McKee at the point of a re- 
volver. Mr. Buchan recognized Law- 
rence as the man he had seen running 
away from his garage, so Officer May 
arrested him and walked him down to 
the police station.

Town Clerk G. A. Higgins’ Report 
Shows Andover’s Increase in 
Deaths, Decrease in Mar- 
riages and Average Num 
ber of Births 


Andover’s total number of deaths 
for the past year, was 154. This 
number shows an increase of thirty- 
seven over last year’s number, ard this 
increase is undoubtedly influenced great- 
ly by the influenza and pneumonia toll. 

The marriages on the other hand, 
show a decrease in number. This year 
sixty-nine marriages were entered in 
the town records, while last year there 
were ninety-four. Of this number, 
there were forty-four American brides, 
eight Irish, four Scotch, three English, 
eight Canadians, one Italian and one 
German.

Carpet Weaving in India 


Carpet weavers of India work in a 
long, narrow shed straw-thatched, and 
without any walls, open to sunshine 
and the fitful breeze that stirs the 
slender palm and cocoanut trees rear- 
ing their tall, proud heads above it. 
Four or five, or even more boys, sit on 
wooden boards on the mud floor, in 
front of the old-fashioned loom, their 
feet resting in a shallow pit under- 
neath it, dug especially to receive 
them. In one corner squats a man, 
his back probably turned to the weav- 


ers, his eyes dreamily gazing into 
space or quite shut, droning: ‘‘Three 
magents, two green, five blue, one 


orange,”’ and so on. His sleepy sing- 
song, sounds, to one unfamiliar with 
his language, like the babbling of one 
talking in his sleep, or like muttered 
prayers. 

He is 
dictating to the boys at the loom the 
colors of thread that each respective 
worker is to twist about the particular 
strand on which he is working.

Message from the Vatican to 
People of Andover 


Cardinal. Gibbons, Speaking in the 
Cathedral at Baltimore on January 5th 
said: — “I am persuaded that we owe 
our victory to the special interposition 
of Divine Providence, because we were 
guided by the eternal principles of 
justice, truth, and righteousness.” In 
So saying, he would agree with us, I am 
sure, that these eternal principles are no 
where more conspicuously manifest to- 
day than in the Pope of Rome and the 
President of the United States.. The 
picture of these two men, standing 
with clasped hands and with syMpa- 
thetic hearts in -the Capitol of the 
Caesars, is one of the most striking and 
deep-meaning masterpieces ever flung 
upon the canvas of the world. Woe to 
him who wilfully blinds his eyes to it’s 
beauty or deadens his sensibilities to 
its far-reaching significance! 

In this picture is portrayed the 
highest type of Protestantism, clasping 
sympathetic hands with the highest 
embodiment of Catholicism. In Presi- 
dent Wilson, we find a man, who, by the

“Divine Providence”’ is, for the time 
being, the foremost figure of the world, 
—no man bulks so large for he weilds 
More power than all the Casesars com- 
bined and carries in -his heart all hu- 
manity; at the same time he proclaims 
the Gospel of Service in opposition to the 
Gospel of Rule. To him appeals are 
made by down-trodden peoples of all 
climes and races, that he right century- 
standing wrongs and establish for 
mankind a foundation of justice and 
human brotherhood. 

Clasping Mr. Wilson’s hand stands 
the Pope of Rome, the acknowledged 
head of the largest and most Potent 
eccleiastical organization on earth, and 
claimed by millions to be the Vicar of 
Jesus Christ. His mandate determines 
the theology and policy of over 370,- 
000,000 human beings. 

_In_ this friendly hand-clasp of the 
highest type of Protestism on the one 
hand, and the highest type of Catho- 
licism on the other, with souls united by 
the bond of a common sympathy, a 
common purpose and a common ideal, 
there is held high for the world’s gaze, 
a marvelous portrayal of ‘‘deep. answer- 
ing to deep.”

Tidings of the breaking 
down of artificial barriers flood the 
daily. press, and in thunder tones the 
call for a spiritual mobilization has 
come to all peoples. Whoever loves God 
and his fellowmen are commanded to 
put on the “breast-plate of righteous- 
ness,”’ and “taking the chield of faith 
and the sword. of the Spirit’’ go’ ‘‘over 
the top” against the onslaught of the 
Devil.

the Protestant churches head the péace 
table along with the representative of 
the Pope. He has not yet caught 
the vision of Christian brotherhood, 
born of a common love to Christ and a 
common purpose to serve mankind, 
which President Wilson and the great 
throbbing heart ‘of Italy sees and feels. 

Lyman Abbot refers to an Episco- 
palian clergyman in th: suburbs of 
New York, -who, at the time of the 
signing of the armistice, found in his 
heart no message to his people of 
greater moment than ‘‘on the kind of 
vestments wh'ch should be worn on the 
different feast days.’’ He well adds! 
— ‘The American people, having the 
thrill of life, feeling the responsibility 
of life, feeling the duty of life, are not 
going to the church to discuss vest- 
ments.” We read in the New Testa- 
ment, that when Jesus hung upon the 
cross, there were those nearest to him, 
who saw in the tragedy, only the whole 
shirt that He wore, and shook dice for 
its possession. 

President Wilson, following his inter- 
view with the Pope, visited the Episco- 
palian church in Rome, and there re- 
ceived representatives of all Evangeli- 
cal churches in Italy — Baptists, 
Methodists, Waldensean and Presby- 
terian— To them he said: — ‘‘The 
hand of Providence might be seen in 
the mobilization of the moral forces 
of the world, and in the union of all 
the churches.’”” The “Union” in the 
mind of Wilson, was something deeper 
and more spiritual than the merging 
of all churches into that of the Catholic 
Church, or that of the Catholic Church 
into any one of the Protestant Churches. 
Marshall Foch is a noble Christian 
Catholic. He ‘partook of Holy Com- 
munion each morning before arrangifig 
his millions of soldiers upon the firing 
line. His request to Cardinal Gibbons 
to have the children pray for him, shows 
his spiritual calibre; but likewise, 
General Pershing and General Haig and 
Lloyd George and President Wilson 
are noble Christian Protestants. These 
men in their prayer to a common 
Father, discover a brotherhood fused 
and made strong by the fires of war. 

Now if the Pope and President 


literally yone man who should be placed at the ' Wilson can find in each,a Christian 
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brother, if General Foch and Genera 
Haig claim spiritual kinship, if Lloyd 
George and President Clemenceau feel 
themselves one in heart, what is their 
united message to us Catholics and 
Protestants right here in Andover? 

We are taught that the three abiding 
virtues are “Faith, Hope and Charity” 
and the greatest of these three is 
Charity. Hitherto, Faith and Hope 
have occupied the chief place in re- 
ligious thought, but to day, “Charity,” or 
Christian brotherhood, is given its 
rightful place in the councils of the 
nations.

I am directed by the Secretary of 
War, to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of December 12, 1918, relative 
to securing a captured German cannon, 
to be placed in the Liberty Park of the 
town of Hudson, Mass., and in response 
will advise you as follows: 

Only a small quantity of captured war 
material has thus far been received in 
this country, all of which is now in the 
possession of the Liberty Loan Com- 
mittee for exhibition purposes. The 
question of its final distribution, which 
is a matter for Congress, has not yet 
been determined. Doubtless some steps 
will be taken, when a larger quantity 
shall have been received from overseas, 
looking toward compliance with re- 
quests such as are contained in your 
letter, many of which are being received 
by the Department. The patriotic 
motives which prompt these requests 
are appreciated. 

Your letter has been referred to the 
Chief of Ordnance, for further considera- 
tion, when the policy of the Govern- 
ment with respect to the distribution 
of captured ordnance shall have been 
adopted.

The Question of Building 


We all have sympathy with the 
proclamation of the Governor that’ we 


should do more building, but there are | 


a lot of us who query how we are going 
to do it with labor costs as they are now 
and material costs even more oppressive. 
When it costs a dollar an hour for a 
mechanic who oftentimes possesses no 
skill whatsoever except the skill which 
allowed him to become a member of the 
right union, and whose labors result in 
twice as much work to repair the blunder 
as was ordinarily bestowed upon the 
task undertaken, the answer is a dis- 
satisfied public that doesn’t want any 
more of this sort of labor than it can 
possibly help. It is probable that never 
so much inefficient work was performed 
in a year as has been performed in the 
last under war conditions, war costs and 
war shortage of labor. These men still 
insist on their right to demand high 
prices and low efficiency. All of us wish 
it might be so that every man would find 
a job at the fair wage where the balance 
between cost of living and cost of labor 
was properly adjusted, but those. who 
want to. build new. houses cannot find 
much evidence of this sort of a situation 
in present conditions. 

The same situation, however, does not 
apply to public works. Here very wisely, 
cities and towns, state and nation may 
do the best job that it is possible to do 
in adjusting wages, purchasing material 
and keeping men and women employed. 
They may do this wisely, not only from 
the standpoint of carrying on public 
work’ dropped when the war came on, 
but of employing men and wemen who 
otherwise would become a_ serious 
problem from the question of their 
maintenance. The town of Andover 
might just as well now as later take 
this situation in hand and be prepared 
to do its part in the program of occupy- 
ing its citizens with its necessary public 
works. 


Editorial Cinders 

The step that has long been fore= 
shadowed in this column by the com- 
ment made as to how the town was 
ultimately going to be a partner in the 
work of carrying on the business of the 
Bay State Street Railway Company is 
taken this week in the nomination of 
trustees and the adoption of the so- 
called “service at cost” plan enacted by 
the last session of the Legislature. Inas- 
much as the legislation was a reality, 
there would seem to be nothing that 
could be done except to make use of it 
by taking this particular step. It is 
unfortunate that the agitation for this 
sort of relief did not arouse the public 
to a better understanding of what was 
involved. Andover now stands in the 
place where, when they find they cannot 
make it pay by any system of fares to be 
inaugurated, it will be possible for the 
trustees of the Bay State to make a 
demand upon the town of Andover for 
an appropriation to cover the deficit; 
in brief, this is what is involved in the 
service at cost plan. It isn’t going to 
be found very creditable legislation to 
the men who passed il when it is ex- 
amined in retrospect, unless there is a 
marked change in the management of 
the road to bring about better results 
in service and in revenue. ‘The Board 
appointed by the Governor seems to be 
broadly representative and has promise 
of as good work as is possible under the 
conditions. Certainly everybody wishes

Salmagne, France, 
December 8, 1918 
Dear Mother and Dad: — 

At last I have got my pen at work. 
We have been very busy doing foot 
drill, and we have sports every after- 
noon. Well, it surely is some different 
now, not hearing the guns day and 
night. For a time I thought we might 
be home this year, but the month is 
going by, and we are still in the same 
place; but keep up your courage, for I 
think it won’t be long. 

What would you think if you saw a 
bunch of fellows down at a_ brook 
washing up? That is what we do here. 
As yet, we have not seen any cold 
weather to speak of. We were sleeping 
out in pup tents up to November 13th, 
then we came away from the front. 
We were only about two miles from the 
city of Verdun, and were on the front 
right up to the end. I wish you could 
have heard the guns stop all at once. 
We have seen some hard fighting in our 
time, at the different fronts, and of 
course, you will be glad to hear of some 
of our experiences, but I would rather 
wait and tell you when I get home. 

It was sure one great experience for a 
young fellow, and I would not have 
missed it for anything, —but to go 
through it again, —I don’t know. _ I 
have seen all of France that I care to, 
and I don’t care how soon they take us 
home. The sooner, the better. It will 
be one happy day when I get on the 
boat, homeward bound, to see you all 
once more. 

I have read your two letters, one of 
October 28th, and the other of Novem- 
ber 4th, and was very glad to hear that 
you are all well. I am feeling fine.

Voicing the sentiments of the citizens 
in this neighborhood, I wish to make a 
ccmplaint in regard to the unfairness 
and exorbitant increase in fares in our 
section of the town of Andover. 


The city zone from Lawrence is lo- |} 


cated at Frye Village (part of Andover). 
The distance from Lawrence and Ando- 
ver line to that point is about one-half 
to three-quarters of a mile. Thus the 
people here, living in Andover have to 
pay two fares to reach Andover Square, 
a distance in all of about 14 miles. 
Fifteen cents cash or twelve cents by 
ticket. 

Our interests are in Andover; we at- 
tend Andover churches, Sunday Schools, 
public schools, and work with a great 
many, is there. 

The school committee of the town 
refuses to give the children but one 
ticket so that these children have to 
walk three-quarters of a mile, and living 
on the car line. At’noon, they come 
home to dinner, but this will be im- 
possible with the short noon hour. 

Surely there must be some way to 
remedy this matter; either by special 
ticket from Lawrence and Andover line 
to Andover, or better still by extending 
the city zone to Andover Square; thus 
equalizing Andover with the other 
suburbs. 

The fare to any part of North Andover 
is ten cents (10c) cash ‘or seven cents 
(7) by ticket—and the same to Methuen. 

We beg your honorable board for a 
hearing at the earliest convenience.

Soldiers Learning English. 

It has been discovered that there are 
thousands of men in our National 
army who cannot speak or read Eng- 
lish. For that reason the library war 
service of the American Library asso- 
ciation has established classes in Eng- 
lish in nearly all of the big training 
camps. There is a heavy demand for 
books, and even “First Readers” are 
on the list of books asked for and—-of 
course—supplied. 


In the last number of Vogue, there 
is an editorial that seems well worth 


passing on. It is entitled, “* Don’t Con- 
serve Your Smiles,’’ and its context 
is this: ‘A little less grimness and a 
little more graciousness wouldn't do 
most of us Anglo-Saxons a bit of harm, 
and perhaps a smile may be worth to 
someone, even as much as it sometimes 
costs.us. Just because we're sad, is no 
excuse for being solemn in these times 
that have seen the greatest sorrow the 
world has ever known, and the best way 
to bring back a little of the happiness 
we have all lost, is to begin right now to 
realize that our griefs are for ourselves 
and our joys are for our friends. -—— We 
can save just as much food for those 
whose bread is sorrow, and whose drink 
is tears, if we are wearing our prettiest 
clothes and chattering cheerfully wher- 
ever we go; and it’s just as possible 
to evolve practical plans for raising 
money for the Red Cross under a be- 
coniing hat, as under a dowdy one. 
There’s no particular satisfaction in 
being efficient, unless one can be 
lovable, too, and all the gay and charm- 
ing things of life are the attributes of 
that lovely Goddess of Laughter, who 
was born of the smiling sea.”” 


A communication in the New York 
‘Times, contains a plea for reading 
matter to be sent to the American 
soldiers in Siberia. They are in winter 
quarters there, to remain until the last 
of May, and the following part of a 
letter from an officer there, speaks for 
itself. He says: “Our big trouble here 
this winter, is going to be to give the 
men enough to do to keep them busy. 
Reading material is scarce and any 
magazines you could send would be 
appreciated. I'll guarantee they, will 
be read aplenty.””. Books and magazines 
should be addressed, American Ex- 
peditionary Force, Siberia. 


The Woman's» Relief» Corps goes 
about its work in a very quiet, modest 
way,-and only once in .a while does it 
come before the publie with an instala- 
tion or a formal representation at 
patriotic exercises. And yet, the work 
of this organization is being carried 
on quietly and usefully, week by week, 
by this group of conscientious and 
patriotic women. Their meetings since 


the war, have had an added and more 
vital interest, since much Red Cross 
sewing and knitting has been accom- 
plished by the members. An Emer- 
gency Fund of $5Q(000 is being raised by 
the National Corps to be used for the 
help of returning soldier . boys, and 
Andover’s branch is busy to do her 
part toward that sum. This auxiliary, 
to the Grand Army of the Republic, 
was organized February 12, 1879, and its 
aim is “to assist veterans and_ their 
families, who, through sickness or 
misfortune, need aid and sympathy, and 
the Army Nurses, who also have a first 
claim) upon our gratitude.”” The 
members pledge themselves ‘to main- 
tain true allegiance. to the United 
States of America, to inculcate lessons 
of patriotism and love of country, 
among our children and in the com- 
munities in which we live.” Their 
practical work has been seen in helping 
to establish Soldiers’ Hlomes and homes 
for widows and orphans, in_ their 
attempts to find work for many who 
have been maimed or blinded in war. 
Their work on Memorial Day, has 
always been greatly instrumental for 
keeping alive and fresh, the memory of 
those who fought for us and our coun- 
try. This Andover branch has placed 
a flag in every school room and church, 
and through teaching the glorious and 
heroic deeds of our men in the past, 
they have brought inspiration for the 
future of Andover’s boys and girls. The 
May Breakfast, which is held annually, 
in the Town Ifall, is the chief source of 
fund raising, and that event is one 
which is looked forward to every year 
by everyone who has ever eaten their 
good things, and enjoyed their informal 
hospitality. While Andover, perhaps, 
may not have such urgent need for help, 
for her veterans as many other cities 
and towns, her branch contributes to- 
ward other worthy demands. The 
state headquarters in’ Boston can 
instantly call upon its one hundred and 
sixty-seven Corps and fourteen thou- 
sand members will respond to official 
appeals in any great national crisis. It 
is, indeed, worth while belonging to a 


| group of workers who responsibly and 


generously, help in a nation-wide work, 
and it is also worth while to recognize 
and appreciate this organization which 
is serving earnestly and loyally in the 
community. 


If the enlisted strength of the navy 
is increased from 131,000 to 217,000 
which has been recommended to the 
House naval affairs committee by Capt. 
H. Lanning, acting chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, the navy would include 
175,000 seamen, 24,000 apprentice sea- 
men and firemen in training, 12,000 
in trade schools for training, and 
6000 in the flying corps.

~ Raymond Buchan, ‘after a few minutes 
followed in his car and arrived at the 
station just in time to hear a shot fired 
and see the two come out of the door 
in a scuffle. Officer May had pulled 
out his night-stick and was using it 
freely. 

Buchan jumped out and intercepted, 
Lawrence was knocked against the car 
wheel receiving a cut on the head which 
bled profusely, and was taken inside. 

Chief of Police Smith was at once 
called on the telephone. He arrived on 
the scene and took the guilty man to the 
Lawrence police station. 

A hearing was held beforeJudge Stone 
Thursday morning at nine o'clock and 
Lawrence received four charges. The 
first charge was that of breaking intc 
the garage with intended larceny, with 
$5000; the second was attempting high- 

way robbery, with $5000; the third was 
assault with intent to kill an officer wh« 

was performing his duty, and $50,000; 
the fourth was the charge of carrying ¢ 
loaded revolver without a license, and 
$500. To all of these charges he pleaded 
not guilty, and he is now in the Essex 
County jail awaiting trial by the Grand 
Jury. 

William Lawrence, or Wilfred ‘as 
several letters in the possession of Chief 
of Police Smith would prove his name 
to be, is twenty-one years old and was 

born in Hopkins, Minnesota. He 
worked in Coleman’s garage last sum- 
mer and on December 18 he was ar- 
rested on the larceny charge of having 
taken an automobile from the garage. 
He had to serve a thirty days’ sentence 
in the Lawrence jail. He was just out of 
jail this week and had returned to his 
lodgings on Elm street at the home of 
Edward McCabe. 

A most miraculous part of the whole 
affair was the escape of David May from 
being more seriously wounded by the 
bullets shot from the revolver, now in 
the possession of Mr. Smith. The first 
bullet hit Officer May a little above 
his left hip, tore a hole in the coat and 
wounded him seriously. The other 
bullet hit a brass button, bending both 
it and the bullet, knocking the bulton 
off and landing in the woodwork nearby. 
The button certainly saved. hinf from 
having a bad injury. Dr. Look was 
called at once and Mr. May is getting 
along as well as may be expected at his 
home on Washington avenue. 

Chief Smith was’ instrumental in 
getling the trial Friday, so he will be 
present at the Grand Jury held in 
Salem at two o'clock today.
